Brown Signs SB 17 

The governor signed SB 17, (Holmdahl) into law May 
2 This prevents county assessors from increasing property 
tax assessments on homes and businesses above the levels 
most vo.ers thought they had authorized by Proposition 
13. Small-business property owners will be aided by 

At several points the Chamber-backed bill was threat¬ 
ened by opposition from assessors. 

The new law prohibits reassessing properties which 
were done in 1975 76. Proper;ies not reassessed that year 
may be brought up to values no higher than those placed 
on comparable properties actually reassessed that tax 
year For some properties, this will mean a rollback in 
assessments and a credit on excess taxes paid for 1978-79. 

Majedve incretses arose after Proposition 13, because 
assessors claimed that properties they had reassessed in 
1975-76 were no: brought up to full value at that time. 

Tins is a major victory for taxpayers that represents 
a savings of $75 million. It will provide an estimated $45 
million relief to non-homeowner property taxpayers. 

Bills Spill Red Ink 

Pasasge of three major bills now moving through the 
Legislature will all but eliminate the state’s budget-year 
surplus and place state government more than one billion 
dollars in the led by 1980-81, according to the Office of 
the Legislative Analyst. 

In a May 1 letter to Assembly Speaker Leo Mc¬ 
Carthy, John Vickerman, chief deputy legislative analyst, 
estimated a $75 million year-end surplus for 1979-80 and 
a $1.23 billion deficit for 1970 81. assuming the enact¬ 
ment of key measures relating to state salaries, education 
and welfare. 

Vukerman’s $75 million estimate of surplus, repre 
sen.ing one-half of one per cent of 1979 80 general fund 
revenues, is well below the "prudent reserve” level, gen¬ 
erally set at four or five per cent of revenues. 

Res]»nding to a request by fhe assembly speaker, the 
analyst made his estimates of surplus based on the pre¬ 
sumed enac.ment of the following measures: 

SB 2M (Dills), which calls for $888 million in new 
spending for public schools in 1979-80. 

_SB 91 (Alquist). which calls for a 15 per cant state 

employees pay hike (seven per cent retroactive adjust¬ 
ments' and eight per cent for the budge, yeari at a cost 
of $533 million. . 

_ SB 1 iGreene), which provides $80 million in re¬ 
troactive e.ist-of living increases for welfare recipients, 
in addition to the $282 million in cost-of-living increases 
provided for under existing law in 1979-80. 

SB 234 and SB 91 have both been approved by the 
Sena e and are awaiting action in the Assembly. SB 1 
was in the Senate Finance Committee on May 14. 

“The three bills constitute a $1.5 billiun spending pack¬ 
age which, if not trimmed back, will probably force a 
s-tate tax hike of some kind within the next year or so,” 
warned Cal Tax executive Kirk West.

Mr. Yasumatsu reported i 
service stations were re- 1 
fusing to fill gasoline cans 
for gardeners and they are 1 
unable to work because they 
can’t get fuel. 1 

“Governor Brown’s rules 
very clearly exempt garden¬ 
ers — or any other group 
which obviously uses its ve¬ 
hicles for business,” Hahn 
said. 

“It should appear obvious 
to service station dealers 
that gardeners, with their 
mowers and other equipment 
in the back of their trucks, 
are working commercially 
end need to have gas cans 
filled to power their equip¬ 
ment.” 

The gardeners are able to 
get gasoline at any time be¬ 
cause they are exempt from 
the “odd- e ven" plan. They 
don't need “C” stickers. 

Hahn did caution garden¬ 
ers to use only approved 
gasoline cans, made from 
either metal or plast i c, 
which have tight-fitting lids 
and are clearly mark e d 
“gasoline.” 

There is a two-gallon-car. 
limit to the public under the 
county’s fire ordinan c e s. 
However, this limit doesn’t 
apply to commercial users 
with pickup - truck - type 
vehicles.

Dear Editor: 

During the 1973-74 "em¬ 
bargo,” our importation of 
1 >il from OPEC actually rose 
24 per cent. Increases from 
Iran, Nigeria, Indonesia and 
Algeria more than compen¬ 
sated for the cuts from Saudi 
Arabia, Libya, Venezuela, 
etc. The Los Angeles Herald 
Examiner stated earlier this 
year: “. . . crude oil sup¬ 
plies didn’t decrease during 
the embargo. In fact, they 
actually increased. What di¬ 
verted them, on the way to 
consumers in long lines at 
the gas stations, was a fed¬ 
eral crude oil allocation sys¬ 
tem — which is still in ef¬ 
fect!; a refinery shortage 
caused by uncertainty over 
price controls, which are 
still in effect; and a host of 
government price regula - 
tions on gas at the pump 
which are still, need we say 
it, in effect . . . The embargo 
of 1973 was a disaster only 
as it resulted in a creation 
of the Department of En¬ 
ergy.” 

The D.O.E. has 20,000 em¬ 
ployees and a budget exceed¬ 
ing $10 billion. According to 
“Petroleum Independent,” 
D.O.E. expenditures repre¬ 
sent 10 cents for every gal¬ 
lon of gasoline consumed in 
1976, and its budget exceeds 
the 1975 capital and explora¬ 
tion expenditures of the en¬ 
tire industry to explore for 
and produce domestic crude, 
natural gas and natural gas 
liquids. 

Nevertheless, not one em¬ 
ployees or ten cents of 
D.O.E.S budget goes to pro¬ 
ducing energy. Rather, says 
Alton Newell of San An¬ 
tonio, every effort is applied 
“to regulate the exploration, 
production and pricing of 
this vital commodity pro 
duced by Free Enterprise. 
The government is spending 
more money per year regu¬ 
lating than the entire net 
profit of the petroleum in¬ 
dustry and is hurting, not 
helping, the efforts. Millions 
of acres of land, that almost 
certainly contain billions of 
barrels of oil, have just re¬ 
cently been put off limits to 
oil exploration and produc¬ 
tion. Other proven reserves 
have been locked up by 
those who put more value on 
the tail featrers of a pelican 
than they do on our need to 
survive.” 

President Carter claims he 
wants energy independence 
for America. I don't believe 
lie’s serious about anything 
but creating an ene t g y 
■ shortage.

Though these sight 
and sound senses are espe¬ 
cially important to our en¬ 
joyment in the out-of-doors, 
we seem to ignore the fact 
that there Is evidence all 
around us that dramatically 
te 11s of animal activity that 
occured not at that distinct 
moment, hut perhaps yester¬ 
day or even a week or more 
ago! It reads beauifully, like 
classical literature! It’s 
there, all around us. All we 
have to do is learn the basic 
skills of detective work, 
(hen take the time to pur¬ 
sue the various directions 
the evidence takes us. After 
piecing the evidence to¬ 
gether. the picture can be¬ 
come amazingly clear. With 
a combination of eagerness 
and patience, the results are 
nearly guaranteed . . - that 
of excitement and satisfac-

At the edge of the meadow 
stood a large oak tree. Leaf¬ 
less. Stark. Many of its 
smaller branches had long 
ago dropped to the ground, 
around which grasses grew

a home to small animals. 
Most of the gray bark was 
off the lifeless tree, reveal¬ 
ing an intricate system of 
wandering grooves, barely 
an eighth of an inch wide. 
They formed a mysterious 
maze carved into the oak 
wood, encircling the tree 
from top to bottom. Here 
and them small oblong holes 
punctuated the remaini n g 
pieces of thick bark. 

As one hiked past this 
once majestic tree these 
clues could be totally ig¬ 
nored! Or not even noticed 
in the first place! Or, they 
could be considered impor¬ 
tant information concerning 
the tree’s past . . . maybe 
even explain the reason for 
the demise of this California 
Coast Live Oak. Intricate, 
wandering grooves beneath 
the bark. Small oblong holes 
penetrating the gray bark! 

Give up? Well, careful 
study will explain the mean¬ 
dering grooves as those 
made by the deadly chewing 
of the bark beetle . . . which 
caused the ultimate death of 
the tree. The oblong holes irt 
the bark? They were made 
by the woodpecker in searcli 
of insects beneath the bark!
